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Venezuela threatens to 
end support for 
Colombia peace 


PACO Conference with

Botaga (AFP) - Venezuelan 
opposition leader Henrique 
Capnles on Thursday de¬ 
nounced as "blackmail" a 
threat by Caracas to eud sup¬ 
port for talks to end Colom¬ 
bia's civil wai' over liis visit 
with Colombia's president. 

President Nicolas Madui'o's 
government tlireatened to 
withdraw its support from the 
peace talks after Colombian 
President Juan Manuel Santas 
met with Capnles Wednesday 
at the presidential palace here. 

A photograph of Santas 
and Capnles Malang bauds 
was released after their meet¬ 
ing, provoking a swift and 
angry reaction from Caracas 
which announced it was re¬ 
calling Its delegate to the 
peace talks in Havana. 

"It IS very difficult to work 
toward peace for a brother na¬ 
tion when the major institu¬ 
tions of that nation are 
provolong and stimulating the 
destabihzation of Venezuela,' 
Venezuelan Foreign Minister 
Eh as Jafua said Wednesday 

He said bilateral relations 
between the two neighbors 


had been 'derailed" by the 
visit. 

Capnles told Colombia's 
Blu radio said it was 'unac¬ 
ceptable" for Venezuela to tiy 
to tell the president of Colom- 
hia whom he could meet with. 

"Peace can never be the 
subject of blackmail," he said. 
"Either you want peace and 
work towai'ds peace, or you 
don't want p eace, Hiere can be 
no middle position.' 

Capnles IS seekingmtema- 
tional support for Ins demand 
for a re count of April 14 pres¬ 
idential elections to replace 
the late Hugo Chavez, who 
died of cancer Mai'ch S. 

Maduro was proclaimed 
the winner against Capnles by 
a 1.5 percent margin, but 
Capnles insists the elections 
were stolen. 

Colombia, wliichhad tense 
relations wntli Caracas durmg 
most of Chavez's 14 year nil e, 
has made an effort under San¬ 
tas to put relations on a fnend- 
Irer footing wlule opening 
peace negotiations with the 
FARC, the country's largest

Wii^HINGTON (AFP) - A 
suspicious letter addressed to 
the White House and “sirm- 
lar" to an apparently poison- 
laced letter sent to New York 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
has been intercepted, the Se¬ 
cret Service said Tliursday. 

"The White House mail 
screening feahty mtercepted a 
lettei' addressed to the White 
House that was similar to letters 
previously addressed to Mfyor 
Bio omb ag ui New York," Se¬ 
cret Service spokesman Edwin 
Donovan said. 

"This letter has been 
turned over to the FBI Joint 
Terrorism Task Force for 
testing and investigation," 
Donovan said in a short 
statement sent to AFP 

Two letters sent last week - 
- one to Bloombeig and one to 
an official with tlie gun laws 
group he helped found. May¬ 
ors Against Illegal Guns - ap¬ 
peared to. be laced with nan 
accorihng to preliminary tests, 
New York police said. 

Bloomberg told CBS late 
Wednesday that the letter 
sent to him was "obviously" 
meant to show opposition to 
his lobbying for tighter gun 
laws

Tlieletters contained "anony¬ 
mous threats" and "when 
tested locally, preliminarily 
indicated the presence of 
ncin," New York Police De¬ 
partment spokesman Paul 
Browne said.

ABC television posted 
what It said was an exdusive 
picture of the letter sent to 
Bloomberg on its website. 
The stained, type-wntten let¬ 
ter, containing numerous 
spelling errors, reads. 

■ You will have to kill me 
and my family before you get 
my guns. Anyone wants to 
come to my house will get 
shot in tlie face. 

■The nglit to bear arms is 
my constitutional God given 
nght and I will excersice that 
n^ttil die day I die. whats in 
this letter is nothing com¬ 
pared to whative got planned 
for you" 

Bloomberg's lobbying 
^oup plans to spend $ 12 mil¬ 
lion on a national ad cam¬ 


paign to counter the National 
Fade Association. 

Bloomberg said he was 
"not angry' about the letters, 
and dial die incident did not 
change the deadly realities 0 f 
mass gun ownership in the 
United Slates 

■There's 12,000 people 
diat are going to get killed 
diis year with guns, and 
19,D0D diat are going to com¬ 
mit suicide widi guns, and 
we're not going to w'alk away 
from those efforts," he said 
■I know I speak for all of 
die close to 1,00D mayors in 
die mayors' coalition against 
guns Tlus is a scourge on the 
country that we j ust have to 
make sure that we get under 
control and eliminate " 

Tlie killing of 2D children, 
and SIX adults in die New¬ 
town elementary school 
shooting rampage in Con¬ 
necticut led to widespread 
calls for tighter gunlafws 
But under pressure from 
die NPA, Congress failed to 
pass even heavily walered- 
down legislation drafted in 
die wake of the tragedy. 


Billions stolsn 
from Sochi 
2014 Gamosi 
Putin critic 

MOSCOW (AFP) - A 
renowned Kremlin critic on 
Tliursday accused President 
Vladimir Putin's govern¬ 
ment and its allied tycoons 
of stealing tens of billions of 
dollars assigned for con¬ 
struction of die 2014 Winter 
Olympic Games in Soclu. 

Opposition leader and 
former top cabinet member 
Boris Nemtsov and his re¬ 
port's co-audior Leonid 
Martynyuk — a member of 
die anti-Kremlin Solidarity 
movement -- said about 
$25-30 billion of the esti¬ 
mated $5D billion assigned 
to the Games has gone 
missing.

diotby FBI agents m Floiida a 
week ago during questioning 
at Ins home about Ins bnks to 
one of the Tsamaev brothers 
alleged to have earned out tlie 
April 15 Boston bombings, 
The FBI said tlie agents had 
sliot To dashev in self defence 
after the suspect lunged at 
tliem during questioning. 

Todashev’s father Abdulbaki 
showed reporters in Moscow 
what he said were pictures of 
Ins son's bullet-riddled body 
The photographs showed at 
least seven bullet wounds to 


the body of a young man re¬ 
sembling Ibragim Todashev -- 
including one to the back of 
the head 

Abdulbaki said he had re¬ 
ceived the photographs of his 
son by email from Muslims in 
FI on da. 

Local media initially cited 
investigators as saymg he had 
attacked an FBI agent with a 
knife Yet the Waslnngton Post 
on Thursday quoted a law en¬ 
forcement official saying To- 
d ashev was unai’med. 

Investigators said Todashev 
was on the verge of signing a 
confession tlrat he and Tamer¬ 
lan Tsamaev had played a role 
m an unsolved triple homicide. 

Tod ashev's father added tliat 
his son must have had infor¬ 
mation that investigators 
wanted to keep secret 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - Israel 
IS gearing up for a detenora¬ 
tion in the regional situation, 
witli a growing number of new 
threats facing the Jewish state. 
Prune Munster Benjamin Ne¬ 
tanyahu said . 

Netanyahu made the com¬ 
ments as he watched an exer¬ 
cise simulating the response to 
a chemical attack on a residen¬ 
tial neiglibourhood in 
Jemsalem as part of an annual 
civil defence dull.

Earlier, public radio said 
Netanyahu had ordered lus 
cabinet to stay silent on the 
issue of Pais El an missile deliv- 
enes to Syria a day after two 
senior nunisters critiased 
Moscow and warned that Is¬ 
rael would not sit quietly if it 
felt under tlireat. 

Defence Minister Mo she 
Yaalon had on Tuesday 
warned Israel would "know 
what to do" if Russia delivered 
anti-aircraft missiles to Assad. 

"Tlie deliveries have not 
taken place, and I hope tliey do 
not. But it by misfortune, they 
arrive in Syiia, we will know 


what to do," he told reporters. 

Israel has launched several 
air raids inside Syria this year, 
targeting convoys transporting 
weapons to its arch foe 
Hezbollah in Lebanon.

Iranlan-American gets 25 years 
prison in Saudi plot 


British soldier murder 
suspect appears in court 


LONDON (AFP) - One of tlie 
chief suspects in the brutal 
killing of a Bntish soldier on a 
London street appeai'ed in 
court on Thursday charged 
with murder and possession of 
a fire ami. 

Michael Adebowale, 22, 
spoke only to confimi Ins name 
and address at tlie biief hearmg 
at Westminster Magistrates' 
Court, b efore b eing taken back 
into custody. 

Another man, Michael Ade- 
bolajo, 2S, has also been ai- 
rested but remaijis in hospital 
after he and Adebowale were 
shot by police at the scene of 
tlie murder of soldier Lee 
Rigby Dll May 22, 

Rigby was hacked to death 
in broad daylight near his bar¬ 
racks in Woolwich, southeast 
London. 

Adebowale, a British man of 
Nigerian descent from Green¬ 
wich, near Woolwich, was 
taken to court in an amioured 
van in a convoy of police cars. 

He limped as he walked into 
tlie court and held his nglit 


hand close to his body 

Adebowale was also treated 
m hospital and was disicharged 
on Tuesday before being for¬ 
mally charged late Wednesday. 

Handcuffed and wearing a 
grey sweater and white 
trousei's, he was flanked by two 
police officers and two security 
guards as he stood m tlie glass 
dock to hear tlie charges 
against liini 

Asked to confiim his name, 
address and date of birth, tlie 
suspect calmly replied. "Yes". 

Hers accused of murder and 
of possessing a revolver with 
intent to cause otliers to believe 
that violence would be used. 

Both suspects were filmed 
and photogi’aphed at the mur¬ 
der scene by witnesses, but 
legal restrictions prolnhit tlie 
reporting of further details 
from the attack. 

Another eight people have 
been airested by counter-ter¬ 
rorism police as part of tlie m- 
vestigatiDii. Two women were 
released without charge and siz 
men were released on bail 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Iramati-

WHO urges action against obesity 
as poor nations get fatter 



GENEVA (AFP) - Manned at 
expanding waistltnes around 
the world, the UN's healtli 
ageii'jy has urged countries to 
get senous about reining in a 
balloDning obesity cnsis, pro¬ 
posing an action plan that in¬ 
cludes taxing unhealthy 
snacks and rules against mar¬ 
keting junk food to duldreu. 

Once considered only a 
problem m 111 gh-incDine coun- 
Ines like the United States, 
where nearly 70 percent of the 
adnlt population is over¬ 
weight, obesity is now grow¬ 
ing fastest in developing 
nations in Africa and Latin 
America, according to the 
World Healtii Organisation 
(WHO) 

As die urgency to tackle the 
crisis grows, member coun¬ 
tries of die UN body late on 
Monday adopted a 2013-2030 
action plan to frght against dis¬ 
eases like cardiovascular ill¬ 
ness, cancer, and chronic 
diabetes. 

"The cost of inaction far 
outweighs die cost of taking 
achon," die body said. 

Tlie plan, i^ich targets 
nsky lifestyle choices such as 
smoking, alcohol consumpdon 
aid ai uiiliealthy diet, includes 
a goal to halt die rise in global 
obesity levels by 2020 

Obesity levels neady dou¬ 
bled between 1980 aid 2DQS, 
when at least one in lliree 
adults worldwide was over¬ 
weight aid aroiuid one in 10 
was considered obese, accord¬ 
ing to the WHO 


At least 2 S million adults 
die each year as a result of 
being overweight or obese, not 
CDiindng the large percentages 
of diabetes, heart disease aid 
cancer cases attributable to 
oveiweight, according to the 
UN agency's numbers.

Appl t 'zhi ef Tim Cook saidbe 
Sieeis promise in computers 
shnink down and worn like 
watches or other accessones, 
hut drew tlie line at Internet- 
linked. eyewear such as Google 
Glass

Giant Rock Sails Past Earth Today 

-- Astronomers around the 
world are gearing up to get 
^eir first close-up views of a 
giant space rock set to hurtle 
by Earth today. Called 1998 
QE2, Itiis asteroid is consid¬ 
ered a potentally hazardous 
object because it makes a 
regular close approach to 
Earth’s orbit. (Related: ""As- 
teroid Impacts: 10 Biggest 
Known Hits."} QE2 is a true 
mountain in mo^on, stretch¬ 
ing 1.7 mites (2.7 kilometers) across—nine times the length of the 12-deck Queen Eliz¬ 
abeth 2 cruise ship. There is no chance of a collision. The asteroid will pass by at 4:59 
p.m. EOT at a safe distance of 3.€ million miles (5.8 million kilometers)—15 times the 
distance separating the Earth Irom the moon. This is the closest approach the asteroid 
will make to our planet for at least the next two centuries. Desp^e its relative distance 
from Earth, QE2 will still be visible to backyard telescopes (at least four to six inches 
in mirror size| as a faint 11th magnitude star

Sboui had gone on tnal for 
illegal possession of pepper 
spray in Tunisia's religious 
capital of Kairouan, where she 
was aiTested eailier this month 
after p ainting the word 
"Femen" on a wall near a 
cemetery 

She was fined 200 dinai's 
(150 euros) for the pepper 
spray chai'ge, court officials 
said. 

Separately, the justice min- 
istiy said three European 
members of Femen aiTested on

custody.

American football coach San¬ 
dusky was found guilty last 
June on 45 counts of sexual 
abuse involving 10 hoys over 
a 15-year period. He was sen¬ 
tenced to between 30 and 60 
years m pnson last October. 

The scandal tliat erupted m 
November of 2011 when San¬ 
dusky was arrested led to the 
filing of Penn State gndiron 
coach Paterno, tarnishing his 
once-iconic legacy with 
dainis he did not do enougli to 
stop Sandusky once notified 
about an incident of child 
abuse. 

Paterno, once among the 
most successful coaches in 


collegiate gridiron In story, 
died in January of 2012 fi'om 
lung cancer at age 85. 

Following Sandusky's con¬ 
viction was last July's release 
of a report on the scandal by 
former FBI director Louis 
Freeh, a report tlie NCAA used 
as the basis to issue sanctions 
against Penn State rather than 
conduct its own probe. 

The NCAA issued a four- 
year ban on lucrative bowl 
games, pul Penn State on pro¬ 
bation for five years and va¬ 
cated every Pemi State victory 
since 1993. 

The lawsuit claims the 
NCAA, NCAA president 
Mark Emmert and former 
NCAA executive committee 
chairman Edward Ray actedm 
violation of the group's own 
rules based upon a report, by 
Freeli, that was inaccurate and 
incomplete. 

The lawsuit accused the 
NCAA, Emmert and P^.ay of 
civil conspiracy, breach of 
contract, defamation and com¬ 
mercial disparagement.
